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Reasons for Allowance 

As to claims 1 , 5-7, and 9-1 1 , the prior of record, taken alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render obvious a method of monitoring for the presence of 
hydrophobic liquid at a site comprising the step of locating at said site a sensor 
assembly which comprises a polyvinylidene fluoride membrane which is adapted to take 
up hydrophobic liquid from the site, in combination with the rest of the limitations of 
claim 1. 

As to claims 12-18, the prior of record, taken alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render obvious an apparatus of monitoring for the presence of 
hydrophobic liquid at a site comprising a hydrophobic element comprising a 
polyvinylidene fluoride membrane which is disposed so that in use it is exposed to the 
environment at a sensing location and which is adapted to take up hydrophobic liquid, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 12. 

Examiner notes that applicant's arguments about "unexpected results" in 
combination with the evidence provided in attachment A of the applicant's response to 
examiner's office action was sufficient to overcome the 103 rejection.
